The Cafe of Henry, late Duke of Norfolk, 
with Refpe# to his Wifes Adultery : Or, 
the Conjugal-Poft, containing fome Re- 
marks on Divorces, and upon Re-Marri- 
age upon a Divorce. 


ENRY HOWARD, the late Duke 
of Norfolk, Earl of Arundel and Nor- 
wich, and Earl Marfhal of England, 


has inherited all thefe Titles and 
Dignities upon the Deceafe of his Noble Father, 
HE NRY, Duke of Norfolk, @c. He marry’d 
the Earl of Peterborough’s.Daughter, by whom 
he has no Iflue, and a whom ( after he had 
been marry’d 23 Years) he procur’d a Divorce 
in Parliament. 1 might be large in recording the 
Life of fo greata Man; but my Defign is Brevity, 


And fould 1 praife him in Heroick Strains, 
The Lady M—~t woun’d forbid the Banes. 


And therefore 1 fhan’c enlarge on his. Noble 
Qualities, any farther than to fay, HE LIV’D 
AND DY’D, and to his Honour be it {poken, 
was the Firft Proteftant Duke of bis Family. But 
the Divorce.he procur’d in Parliament, being 
what has made fo great a Noife in the World, 
| fhall fpeak fomething briefly of that. 

In the Cafe of che Marquefs of Northampton, it 
was hard to get an Act after a Divorces fo it 
was in the Cafe-of my Lord Reffe; yet the Duke 
of Norfolk produced fach Evidence of his W ife’s 
Adnltery, that he procured an Act of Parlia- 
ment to diflolve his Marriage, after Tweaty 
three Years Continuance. -’Tis not pretended ip 
the Duke’s Bill, That the Ducchefs had. any fpu- 
rious Iflue; neither was there any Proceeding, in 
any Court whatfoever, to convié the Dutchefs

of chis Offence ; no Citation in the Ecclefialtical 
Courts, where the DatchefS might have an On- 
portunity to make her Defence. Mr. NV : 
Council for the Duke of Norfolk, faid, ‘ He fhow’d 
not |pend any time in aggravating the Crime of A- 
dultery, but faid, the Faés to be prov’d, was,

produced ) of his Wife’s living in Adultery, the 
Aé& pafs’d, and was entituled, An A to diffolve 
Norfolk’s Marriage with the Lady 
Mary Mordant, and to enable bimto marry again; 
but he never did, and his Death has now depriv'd 
usof all Hopes of his leaving any Heir of his own 
Body, to his Titles.and Eftate. As this Divorce 
between the Duke ahd Dutchefs of Norfolk, is 
what has made fo great a Noife in the Wor 

(and is yet like to do fo, as feveral Men of Qua- 
lity are now endeavouring for the fame thing,) it 
may be very feafonable to make fome Remarks on 
Divorces,, and upon Reemarriage upon a Divorce,—— 
When we fay the Vinculum Matrimonii is diffol- 
ved, we {peak not of aétual Diflolotion, but vir- 
tual Caufe of Diffolution: In this, and in all 
other Obligations arifing from Contra&, when 


the Bond is broken, tis a Rule, Potc/t innocens ce- 
dere Juri fuc 5, and if the Offended will not take 


the Forfeiture, the Bond continues, Adultery 
does not, ipfo fatto, diflolve the Marriage, but

gives a Right to the innocent Party to diffolve 
if he pleafe, puts the Power into his Hand, which 
he may, 44 libitum, make ufe of or not; for as Di- 
vines f2y, Divortinm non eft pracepturn, fea tantum 
permiffium & provatum, “tis a Liberty given ip 
Favour to him that is wronged in the Matrimo- 
nial Contra@t, which he is not bound to make 
ufe of, unlefs he will: God feems to intimate fo 
much in the Prophet, Where w the Bill of your Mo- 
ther’s Divorcement ?.. There was Caufe enough, 
the Covenant was broken on their Part, yet God 
was pleas’d to forgive it, and not take the For- 
feiture; no Billof Divorce was actually given; 
if ic had, they could have returned no more, the 
Separation had been irremediable. Now, that 
Adultery in this Senfe is a Diffolution of the 
Marriaye-Bond, that ’tis a fafficient Ground to 
diffolve it, if the innocent Party pleafe, will ap- 
pear, both from Chrift’s Permiflion about it, 
and from the Nature of the Thing it felf. Firf, 
from Chrift’s Permiflion about it: He plainly 
admitted Adultery to be a good Ground of Di- 
vorce, and permitted Re-marriage upon that 
Divorce: Let his Permiffion be to whom it Will, 
our Saviour would never have given Liberty to 
any Man to re-marry upon Adultery, unlefs 
that had diffolved the firft Marriage; for it had 
been to permit a pofitive Sin upon thofe very 
Grounds, upon which our Saviour himfelf, in 
that very Place, does eftablifh the Bond or Marri- 
age. If the Bond of Marriage can be broken in 
no Cafe, our Saviour would never have allowed 


| tions. A charitable pardoning Spirig j 
fuitable to the .Gofpel, ied hectare ea? 
an ; but I think a Man ought not to be impofed 
upon in this Cafe. Where a Man is wronged, and 
Chrift hath provided a Way to right him, Jo- 
ftice.in that Cafe muft not be denied him ‘tne 
require it. A Man may, if he pleafe, forgive 
an unclean Wife, and consinue to live with her - 
But I incline to Calvin’s Opinion, That he wil] 
do mach better to put her away, and cleanfe his 
Houfe (nay his Bed) from Defilement and Wick- 
ednefs.—— I fhalfonly add, that amongft Learned 
Men, | find great Difagreement in refolving ‘this 
Queftion, Whether the fame Right of Divorce belon 
to the Woman, that does to the Man? Some fay, 
The Superiority of the Sex makes this a peculiar 
Prerogative to the Man, whois the Head of the 
Woman. *Tis.certain, in the A4o/aical, Law, no 
fuch thing asa Woman’s putting away her. Hus- 
band, was ever allowed; fometimes in Fatt it 
was illegally and irregularly pradtifed, yet very 
rarely. We find in all the Fewifh Writers but 
one Inftance, and that is in Fofephus: The Re- 
man Laws allowed it. Thofe who efpouferthe 
Woman’s Caufe in this Point, urge thag Paflag 
of our Saviour, in the roth of Aark, where he 
faith, And if a Woman put away her Hasband, and - 
marry another, fhe commits Adulterys and fo 
feems to make the Right of ‘putting away, ' equal. 
Calvin, upon this Place, faith, That: altho’ the

Se- 
condly, From the Nature ay ve Thing it felf: It 
cuts the very Knot of the Marriage-Contrad, 
which is, That two fhall become one Fiefh; and 
in that Cafe, two are not one Flefh, which they 
covenant to be, and are to be, in a chaft and 
peculiar, Epp y pent of each other in the Marri- 
age-bed 3} for St. Paul A He that joyns himfelf 
to an Harlot, « one Elef wit her, By thie Mar- 
tiage-Contract they have refigned their Bodies 
over cach to other, and have not Power ‘in that 
Refpeét over their own Bodies.’
